OTO MINERAL 'WEALTH. 

There can be no doubt that the fu- 
ture prosperity of .the country depends 
to a great extent on our minoral -wealth. 
The absorbing topic for several months 

nit has been quartz. It has been 
own that gold and silver bearing 
ledges existed in Cariboo, the fountain 
head, as it might be termed, of the gold 
discovered in the Eraser river and its 
. tributaries in days gone by. As early 
as 18G2 attention was directed to the 
gold bearing quartz ledges of Cariboo 
and as a result of the policy of the late 
Government tbeso were to a certain de- 
gree developed. A mining engineer 
was engaged and his reports as to the 
richness of the ledges were of an en- 
couraging character ; indeed, so favora- 
ble were his reports that a twenty -stamp 
mill was purchased and freighted to 
the vicinity of the rich locations. In 
the meantime tho country was anxious- 
ly awaiting the realization of her antic- 
ipations most reasonably based on tho 
engineer's reports and the favourable 
assays obtained from samples taken 
from the lodes. These tests were not 
alone entrusted to the local assayers, 
but were the result of careful analyses 
made by California and Nevada metal- 
lurgists corroborated by those from 
Montreal and elsewhere. In every in- 
stance the ore was pronounced to bo 
unmistakably good and no doubt was 
felt as to its ultimate remunerative 
qualities. This is but a brief outline 
of tho quartz outlook and the only ono 
thing necessary to develop the ledges 
appeared to be the erection of mills for 
the proper manipulation of tho ores. 
But whilst in the zenith of our hopes 
an expert engaged by one of tho 
companies visited the locality and 
pronounced not only their ore but that 
of several other companies situated on 
what is known as the Bonanza lode to 
be worthless. The ore that had assay- 
ed upwards of $30 per ton was declared 
to be a metamorphic sandstone — a 
torm by the way in its present applica- 
tion utterly at variance with scientific 
nomenclature — and quartzite. Strange 
aH it may seem, and notwithstanding 
the fact that some 250 favorable assays 
of the ore had been previously made, 
and in disregard of the opinion of the 
Government Mining Engineer as to the 
richness of tho ledges and their being 
true fissure veins, all of tho Bonanza 
claims were declared worthless. Every- 
thing the Government Engineer said to 
be rich the expert pronounced to be 
bad, and vice versa — in short, "ho came 
to bury Caisar." But we would ask is 
the, expert's ipse dixit warranted by 
facts 1 Is there anything in the past 
history of Cariboo that justifies such a 
deduction 1 For our part we say, no. 
Tho statements made by the expert 
have been contradicted and even by 
himself qualified to such an extent that 
no credence can by placed in them. Ho 
has excused himself on the grounds of 
excitement and hasty articulation, but 
that is not a satisfactory explanation to 
the country- We have innumerable 
examples from California and Nevada 
as to the fallibility of experts. Pro- 
fessor Silliman pronounced tho now 
celebrated Comstock lodo worthless. 
But what has been tho result of its 
development? Over three hundred 
millions of money have been taken out 
sinco his declamation and the end has 
not yet come. Subsequently the same 
expert pronounced in favor of sixteen 
ledges in Eastern Nevada and on his 
representation over §600,000 of eastern 
capital was invested and the result 
thereof was simply nil Professor 
Whitney, the State Geologist of Cali- 
fornia, reported the Bodie district as 
utterly worthless, on the strength of 
which mills were sold for taxes, yet, 
to-day we l.ave reports that quartz 
mills are working there, and that large 
dividends are being paid to shareholders. 
The district was denounced because, 
forsooth, the formation was not in ac- 
• cordanco with accepted geological con- 
clusions. Cariboo was rich in alluvial 
deposits and by tho natural course of 
deductions we are entitled to believe 
that those deposits came from the 
mother quartz. But we may be com- 
pelled to commence at the alpha of our 
developments and crush the free gold- 
bearing quartz, leaving tho salphurets 
for chemical manipulation. We are 
hut passing through the ordeal of other 
mining districts and it would ill become 
British Columbians wero they to lose 
heart on account of the unverified 
statements of an expert. In days of 
yore, when mining was in its infancy 
in this Province and provisions were 
sold at the rate of §2.50 per lb., the 
hardy pioneers of Cariboo sunk their 
shafts and their money in the firm be- 
lief that they would be rewarded in 
due season by a golden harvest. Their 
indomitable courage and perseverance 
carried them through and, notwithstand- 
ing experts' predictions to. the contrary, 
gold to the extent of forty millions of 
dollars was taken out of old Cariboo. 
This is the experience of the past and 
it would indeed be strange if the innum- 
erable indications which have already 
been manifested wero to prove falla- 
cious. Wo are confident that all that 
is necessary to revive and increase the 
pristine glory of Cariboo as a mineral 
district is perseverance and well direct- 
ed capital. * 

BRITISH BOARD OF TRADE RE- 
TURNS. 

The accounts relating to the trade of 
the United Kingdom for the month of 
May have been issued. Tho values are — 
Imports, .£31,028,7GS; exports, .£16,- 
165,075. In each ease tho total is 
below that of last year, when tho im- 
ports amounted to .£31, G4 7,882, and 
tho exports to £17,461,139. For the 
five months of the year which have ex- 
pired the total value of the imports is 
.£160,986,701, as compared with £165,- 



638,033 last year ; and that of tho ex- 
ports, £79,568,762, as against £79,- 
928..471. Nearly all classes of imports 
shared in the dullness of the month. 
Among the exports the principal itonis 
of increase were the following : £17,000 
in copper, £65,000 in cotton and yarn, 
£17,000 in haberdashery and millinery, 
£10,000 in linen manufactures and 
£30,000 in silk manufactures. Woolen 
and worsted manufactures were only 
£1,-14.0 in excess of the corresponding 
month of last year. The exports of 
beer and ale diminished to the extent 
of £49,000; coal and coke, £72,000; 
cotton manufactures, £761,000; hard- 
ware, £31,000 ; iron and steel, £403,- 
000 ; and sugar refined, £73,000. 



STORMY PROCEEDINGS AT A 
anUECE MEETING. 



A Rebellious Parlshionor Interro- 
gates a Bishop. 

The Bishop of Rochester presided at 
a public meeting which was recently 
held in the Assembly-room at tho Horns 
Tavern, Konsington, for the purpose of 
enlisting support on behalf of the Ro- 
chester Diocesan Society. Tho right 
rev. chairman spoke at great length in 
explanation of the subjects of the Society. 
His Lordship having resumed his seat, 
Mr. Side rose from a bench immediate- 
ly in front of his lordship, and, directly 
addressing the Bishop, said, as a parish- 
ioner of twenty years' standing ho had 
asked to be received at communion at 
St. Alphego's and had been refused, and 
ho wished to know whether that was 
with tho Bishop's sanction. Advancing 
immediately to tho front of tho plat- 
form, and in the face of tho Bishop, he 
said, I have asked you two questions 
on a former occasion, and you have re- 
fused to answer me, but I will have an 
answer now. I ask you whether you are 
going to devote any of the funds of 
this society between Mr. Golden, Mr. 
Berkely, and another gentleman with 
whom I am not accquaintcd, but who I 
bolievo is now on the platform — Mr, 
Elsdale of St. John the Divine. An- 
other question I ask yon, is whether or 
not you are on the same platform with 
men who aro members of the Confra- 
ternity of the Blessed Sacrament and of 
the Holy Cross. I ask you whether or 
not you aro going to turn these ritualists 
out of South wark. (Hero there were 
loud cries of "No Popery" from behind 
the front benches.) Tho Bishop rose, 
amidst much cheering, and said, I think 
it is very clear that this meeting is going 
to be disturbed. I have come here to 
explain the objects of a society, and if 

these gentleman who . At this 

point Mr. Side and one of his friends 
made a move to tho platform, and took 
seats at the table in immediate prox- 
imity to tho Bishop. The Rev. Canon 
M'Connel Hussey protested against the 
disgraceful conduct which had been 
shown towards the Bishop. Mr. Side 
repeated his question as to what class of 
of clergymen the Bishop intended to 
send into tho diocese, to which his lord- 
ship replied, "I mean to send Protest- 
ants." Mr. Side: Then you are going 
to send Mr. Berkely out of South wark/ 
The chairman; I am a Bishop of the 
Church of England, and I am not going 
to break the law by way of making others 
keep it. (Loud cheers.) Quietness 
having been restored, Mr. C. Few, Sol- 
icitor, proposed a resolution to the eflcct 
that tho Rochester Diocesan Society 
was well worthy of the support of all 
Churchmen. The motion was seconded 
by the Rev. Mr. Edwards, Mr. Side, 
after stating that there were men on the 
platform who were not Protestants, pro- 
posed an ammendent to tho offect»that 
the meeting refused to sanction the so- 
ciety, or to form any branch in connec- 
tion with it until the Lord Bishop of 
Rochester removed from the Council 
and committee all persons who were not 
real and true Protestants. For the 
amendment52 hands were held up, whilst 
for the original motion the great bulk 
of those present — upwards of 300 in 
number — voted. In consequence of 
the interruption tho meeting did not 
close until a late hour.

We have bad an interesting interview 
with Mr. A. B. Francis, recently from tho 
Alaska Peninsula, wbcro he has been re- 
siding for the last three years. His first 
experience was at Port Etches, mouth of 
tho Copper River, an old Russian trading 
post established in 1780 at this station. 
The principal hade comes from tho Cop- 
per and Chechitno River Indians who 
come down in the spring and fall. These 
Indians aro strong made, tall, highly cop- 
per-colored and well disposed. They ro- 
sido botween two and three hundred miles 
in the interior. Thoy trade their furs for 
beads, tobacco, fire-arms and ammunition. 
Some 80 to 100 Aluots and Russians re- 
sido at this station. The winters aro 
variablo, mercury at times 10° to 15° be- 
low zero. Tho country around tho Post 
is rough and mountainous. Tho numer- 
ous glaciers in the vicinity aro productive 
of a great amount of rain during tho sum- 
mer. Katmai, on tho Alaska Peninsula, 
formerly used by tho Russians, as a depot 
for Bristol Bay and rivers emptying into 
Behring Sea south of tho Yukon River, 
established in 1787, is built at the foot of 
high mountains. Most of the buildings 
aro dilapidated and fast going to decay. 
Tho winds in tho winters are so severe 
from tho north-east that the buildings aro 
eocured with heavy chain cables. Tho 
vegetation of tho Peninsula is limited; na- 
tives depend upon drift timber picked up 
along tho coast for firewood, buildings and 
frames for their bydarkas (or canoes.) 
Along tho banks of tho streams is 
found a stunted growth of birch and cotton- 
wood. Most of the valleys are lakes cov- 
orod witli rank growtli of- grass, and tho 
roots matted and interlaced together will 
permit walking upon with care. The 
mountains on tho Alaska Peninsula aro 
volcanic. Earthquakes aro frequent; in 
the vicinity of Katmai are numerous 
geyser springs, which at times are to bo 
soon shooting up columns of steam and 
water 200 feet or more in hoight. Natives 
on tho Peninsula find amber, out of which 
thoy carve oar-rings, Ac. They subsist 
principally on seal and fish, of which there 
is an abundant supply. There is, however, 
a variety of reindeer, fowl, rabbits, gronse 
and other birds which materially contri- 
bute to their livelihood. 



Excursion to Nanaimo.— -The Forest- 
ers will have an excursion to Nanaimo, 
on board the steamer Cariboo Fly, on 
Friday next, having been invited by 
members of tho order thero to participate 
in a re-union. The prico of tickets has 
boon reduced to ?3.00 for the round trip. 
Tho excursion is by no means restricted 
to members of tho order of Foresters; 
any person wishing to purchase tickets 
can do so on application to Mr. Frank 
Campboll. 

Tun Indian Wab. — Accounts would 
Boom to have been greatly exaggerated in 
Eastern Oregon, and tho Indians who 
wero fired into by troops patrolling the 
river in steamboats have been ascertained 
to bo friendly Indians. The party whipped 
by General Howard on the 11th inst. have 
gono towards the Blue Mountains and all 
freighting on the roads is suspended. Cay- 
ubo stage station lias been' burned by the 
savages, who are in full retreat. 

The Oiian'ih Difficulty. — This trouble 
was ended by the Orangemen declining to 
march in procession. Tho situation was 
serious for a timo; but tho mayor having 
assumed control of the police and de- 
nounced tho Orangemen as rioters, tho 
military wero powerless. Tho Grand 
Master and Secretary of the Lodgo arc 
under arrest on a chargo of belonging to 
an illegal society.

— Rich- 
ard Haggcrty, lately of Dufferin street, 
returned on tho mail steamer with 
a stock of fine furniture which lie is open- 
ing at tho St. George Hotel building. Tho 
stock comprises the latest styles, including 
Queen Anne sets for parlors. Tho furni- 
ture was bought low and will bo sold low.

TEE TEEMS OP THE BERLIN 
TREATY. 

EUROPE. 

Berlin, July 13. — The secretaries 
attended nt 1 p.m. to affix the plenipo- 
tentiary seals to each copy of the 
treaty. After the signature Count 
Andrassy warinly eulogized Bismarck's 
presidency. Bismarck thanked tho 
plenipotentiaries for their indulgence. 
The proceedings terminated with a 
grand court dinner. 

This evening at Whitehall Palaco tho 
Crown Prince, Frederick William, con- 
gratulated the statesmen upon the 
realization of their hopes and that the 
blessings of peace crowned thoir efforts. 
He declared that Germany's co-opera- 
tion -can be countod on for all that 
tends to secure and preserve these groat 
benefits. He proposed tho health of 
the plenipotentiaries and their sov- 
ereigns. 

London, July 14. — Tho treaty of 
peace contains fifty-eight articles. Tho 
Times' version, which is declared at 
Bgrlin to bo inauthentic, contains im- 
portant questions relating to tho Dar- 
danelles and Armenia. It is probably 
nn early copy obtained for final revision. 
Its first twelve articles relate to Bul- 
garia, which is constituted an autono- 
mic suzerainty of the Sultan with a 
Christian government and national 
militia. Article '2. The principality is 
limited on the south by the Balkans. 
Article 3. The Prince shall bo elected 
by the population and confirmed hy the 
Porto nnd no member of tho 
reigning European dynasties shall 
be prince. In event of a vac- 
ancy a new prince will bo elected 
under the same conditions. . Article 4. — 
A plan of Government will be pre- 
pared by an assembly of nobles con- 
voked at Tirnova before the election of 
a prince, Tho rights of Turks, Rou- 
manians, Greeks and others will be 
taken in account in whatever rolatos 
to election or government. Article 
5. — The following shall form the basis 
of the public law of Bulgaria : Dis- 
tinction of religious belief or confession 
shall not operate against anyone as a 
reason of exclusion or incapacity in 
what concerns the enjoyment of politi- 
cal rights, admission to public em- 
ployment, functions of honor or tho 
execution of different professions and 
industries. Liberty of public profes- 
sion of all creeds shall be assured to all 
the returned population of Bulgaria 
as well as to strangers. No trammels 
shall be imposed on hierarchies, organ- 
ization of different communions, or 
their spirited chiefs. Article G.-rUn- 
til a permanent organization is com- 
pleted, Bulgaria shall be governed by a 
provincial organization directed by 
Prussian Commissioners.

CUBA. 

Havana, July 13 — A decroo has 
been promulgated concerning the elec- 
tion of deputies to reprosent Cuba in 
the Spanish Cortes. It provides that 
Cuba shall have a deputy for every 
forty thousand free inhabitants. Dep- 
uties must be Spaniards, nnd laymen 
not under 25 years of age. 

NEVADA. 
Helena Mont. July 13 — Two min- 
ers, John Myers and John Lynch, wero 
killed last week on Elk Creek, Mon- 
tana; Indians are believed to have 
committed the deed. 



EUROPE. 
1 London, July} 13— Tho Goverment 
appears busy with details of military arid 
civil establishments in Cyprus, The 
papers announce tho appointment of a 
postmaster and other officials. Gen. 
Sir Garnet Woolsoy has already under 
consideration the scheme of a financial 
company for the introduction of a rail- 
way. Arrangements are also being 
made for a sub-marine cable to Alex- 
andria, which will giro direct commun- 



ication- with England. Among other 
schemes brought to surface by English 
occupation of Cyprus is the Euphrates 
Valley railway. The Duke of Suther- 
land and others are in active communi- 
cation with the Gov't on the subject, 
and it is stated if within a reasonable 
time it appears that the Anglo-Turkey 
convention is successful it is possible 
the country will be asked to give a 
guarantee for the proposed railway. 



EASTERN STATES. 

Watertown, N. Y., July 13 — Court- 
ney to-day met 'Hanlon's representa- 
tives at Capo Vincent, and a match 
was arranged between those scullers. 
Stakes, five thousand dollars; distance, 
five milos; placo and time not fixed. 

Chicago, III., July 13 — The mili- 
tary headquarters havo recoived infor- 
mation that yesterday evening Lieut. 
John Anthony Rucker wa3 drowned 
in Whito River Canon at Camp Sup- 
ply, Arizona, /while, attempting to res 
cue Lieut. Austin Henly from tho 
water. Both officers wero well known 
as being among tho bravest and best 
Indian fighters in their regiment — -tho 
sixth cavalry. Liout. Rucker is the 
son of Gen. Ruckor, and brother of 
Mrs. Gen. Sheridan. His unsuccessful 
attempt to savo tho life of his comrade 
is mentioned in tho dispatches as being 
heroic and daring. S 



AFRICA. 
Loveteh, July 13 — Tho Capetown 
Standard and Mail, summing up the re- 
sults of tho war, now ended, with tho 
natives of South Africa, says only a 
few small parties of the enemy remain, 
and it will not bo long before they will 
be disposed of. Cougerbolle, Stock, 
Unfantic, Tino and other chiefs havo 
been taken prisoners. Sarkilli, Duke- 
mana and Syolo have been killed. 
Dinba has surrendered, and the only 
man of influenco still at liberty is 
Kreli. Tho loss on tho sido of tho in- 
surgents has been more severo than 
tho natives had experienced in any 
previous outbreak, and it may bo said 
that their power as a people has been 
utterly destroyed. 

CANADA. 
Montreal, July 13 — Everything 
passed off quietly last night. Tho pre- 
liminary examination of Orangemon at 
the police court is for being members 
of an illegal socioty. Orangemen and 
young Britons had a procession bo- 
twoen'9 and 10 o'clock last night in 
the western suburbs. They^ were not 
molested.

CANADA. 

Montreal, Juno 12, 10 a.m. — The arms 
alluded to in a previous dispatch wero 
found in Union Hall, Craig street. Thero 
wero fifty stand. Polico and special con- 
stables, tho formor under Chief Nicglo 
and the latter under Sergeant Parodis, are 
massed between Plac d'Armes and St. 
Lambort's Hall on St. James streot, which 
is kept cloar. At cither end aro massed 
denso crowds of the Catholic party, chiefly 
St. Jean Baptisto and outside village 
laborers. They are dreadfully excited 
and evory man with an Orange emblem on 
his way to the hall is pursued. Tho mayor 
has had an interview with Orangemen and 
tried to persuade them not to walk, but 
they would not listen to his counsol. Tho 
procession will start at 10:30. A young 
man woaring the Orange lily was attacked 
by two special constables and struck 
across tho hoad. This attack was ap- 
plauded by tho whole body of constables. 
Tho fifty-third regiment undor Col. Ibbo- 
son and directed by Goneral Smyth, 
is stationed in Plac d'Armes, asquare close 
to Orange Hall. 

Montreal, July 12, 11:30 a.m.— Tho 
Orangemen havo just decidod not to walk, 
and tho police will escort them to their 
homes. An attack was made on an' 
Orangeman on Craig street, but ho was 
quickly rescued, and did not sustain much 
injury. 

z:30 p.m. — Orangemen gave up their 
procession in the face of recoiving pro- 
tection from the authorities. Thoy stip- 
ulated with the Mayor that ho should 
disperso tho mob in tho vicinity of the 
hall and placo a guard in the hall to-night 
to protoct it. 

New York, July 12— Dispatches from 
Montreal stato that when the Orangemen 
camo out of tho hall thoy tried to form a 
procession, but oxporionccd difficulty. 
Thoy wero surrounded by an immonso 
mob. Tho military fixed bayonets, 
formed across the street and divided the 
mob. Tho mayor's constables then 
dashod among tho Orangemon and ar- 
rested several, whereupon the Orangemen 
returned to thoir hall. Shortly after tho 
mayor entered and asked if thoy pro- 
posed to submit to tho properly consti- 
tuted authorities, and was answered 
" Yes." Ho then forbade tho procession 
as illegal, and ordered tho arrest of the 
grand master and soveral others. The 
Orangemon decided to adjourn till to- 
morrow, when assistance is pxpected 
from Ontario. 

Montreal. July 12 — As an Orango- 
man was proceeding homo in a cab from 
Orango hall, he was attacked by an in- 
furiated mob and beaten almost to death. 
His oyes were nearly gouged out and ho 
lies in a precarious condition. 

Montreal, July 12. — D. Grant, county 
master, and John Hamilton, county sec- 
retary of tho Orango Association, wero ar- 
rested. Thoy wont quiotly to tho polico 
station. Tho other Orangemen who cn- 
torod tho lodge remain there for Grant's 
return, when a consultation will bo held. 
Tho mayor will arrest evory man as lie 
comes out of tho lodgo, unless ho express- 
es his intention of returning home. Mayor 
Beaudry has occupied a seat all tho morn- 
ing on St. Jamos street directly opposite 
Orango Hall, where ho conveniently di- 
rects movements of tho constabulary. Ho 
appears to bo satisfied and pleased that his 
plans aro being so successfully worked out, 
and is resolved to continue to proceed aa 
heretofore. With regard to Orangemen 
who have been arrested, ho stated tho ob- 
joct was to mako their trial a test caso to 
settlo onco for all tho question of legality 
of tho Orango association and procession. 
Ho oxpressed a hope that tho oxcitement 
would quiet down speedily, and said it 
was intended, as soon as fear of disturb- 
ance to-day was removed, to liberate' in- 
carcoratod Orangemon on bail. Wivos and 
friends of Orangemon throughout the city 
are in a high stato of anxioty about thoir 



safety. The following telegram was sent 
by County Grand Master Gran* to tho 
premier and the reply is being awaited 
for: 

To the Hon. Alex. Mackenzie, Ottawa: 
We are surrounded by ten thousand ruf- 
fians. Tho mayor will not clear the 
streots. Military of no use. Re^ly at 
once. D. Grant. 

Toronto, July 12. — At noon tho 
Orango lodges began to assemble, and 
aboutl procession wasformedandtho lodges 
marched to St. James' Cathedral, where 
tho customary services wero hold. Tho 
turnout, owing to tho muddy condition of 
tho streets, was not as largo as usual, but 
still thero was a very good muster. Every 
lodgo was well represented. All banners 
wero in lino with half a dozen bands of 
music. Last ovoning some sixty Orange- 
men arrived from tho west,, intending to 
proceed to Montreal, but thoy missed tho 
train and celebrated tho day hero. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, July 12. — Orangemon of 
this city and Brooklyn, with thoir wives 
and children, commemorated Aughrom 
and the Boyno and William of glorious 
and pious memory by an oxcursion to a 
neighboring grovo. The steamboat and 
barges and women and children woro 
olaborately arrayed in orango. Tho men 
proclaimed thoir principles by nockties 
and handkorchies of orango and bluo, and 
tho band played "Croppies Lio Down," 
" Boyno Water," and othor party 
tunes. 

PuiLADELi'niA, July 12.— Tho Orange- 
mon had a street parade hero to-day. It 
was ono of tho finest thoy ever made. 

IRELAND. 
Nhw York, July 12. — A dispatch from 
Bolfast, Ireland, says tho day is passing 
quiotly.

A woman is in custody in Liverpool 
charged with tho murder of hor twin 
children .by drowning them. "When 
apprehended at Ashton-under-Lyne, 
sho said sho bad boon driven to commit 
tho crime through want, having been 
doserted after the birth of tho child- 
ren. 

The Italian Sonato has sanctioned, 
by a majority of sixty-seven voteB to 
eight, the law originally proposed by 
Signor Salvaggonli, and brought for- 
ward a Becond time by Count Torolli in 
tho present year, for tho draining and 
planting of tho Roman Campagna. 

A nobleman of illustrious family has 
been arrested on a chargo of forging 
notes on tho Bank of . Portugal. The 
Count has confessed. In his Lisbon 
palaco the polico discovered portions of 
the machinery, chemicals, and broken 
lithographic stones. The Count de- 
nounced a German lithographer as the 
maker of tho notes. 

The London Court of Bankruptcy 
has decided that"a curato is not a ser- 
vant, and cannot be. paid out of an in- 
solvent estato in preference to tho credit- 
ors in general. 

The asphalt pavement of London is 
not giving satisfaction. Ridors complain 
that after a shower it is' impossible for 
a horso to stand upon it on account of 
the slippery surface 

A London dressmaker was arrested, 
a few days ago, for exposing a customer 
to infection from small-pox. A young 
woman had taken materials to the dress- 
maker's house to bo made up, and had gone 
to try on the dress, and subsequently she 
had small-pox. It was then discovered 
that the dressmaker's hubsand was at 
home suffering from that disease 
from which he shortly after- 
wards died. Tho woman stated that 
when she took in tho materials she 
thought her husband had only got a cold 
and that being in great troublo when 
sho found that he had tho small-pox, 
she inadvertently allowed tho girl to 
try the dress on in tho house. The 
magistrate said that it should be pub- 
licly known that dressmakers who had 
materials to make up should not in the 
slightest manner expose them to in- 
fection. As it was a painful case, he 
inflicted a penalty of only twenty sail- 
ings. 

Tho trial of the seven persons charged 
with fraud in connection with tho 
Albion Life Assurance Society was con- 
cluded at tho Central Criminal Court 
on Saturday. Two of the accused were 
acquitted, and tho others found guilty, 
and three of them were sentenced to 
five years' penal servitude, the other 
two being sentenced to imprisonment 
respectively for two years nnd nine 
months. 

A wholesale chemist has been com- 
mitted by tho Epping magistrates for 
trial upon a charge of manslaughter, for 
selling violet powder containing a large 
proportion of arsenic, the use of which 
according to medical testimony has 
caused the death of sevoral children. 

Tho Gentlemen of England defeated 
the Australian Cricketors at Prince's 
Ground, Loudon, winning in one in- 
nings.

Tho Loss of tho Gorrian Ironclad. 



The I'imes' Folkestone Correspon- 
dent telegraphed on tho 7th ult: 

"The diving cutter Viscountess left 
the harbor this morning at half past 3 
o'clock for tho scene of tho wreck of 
the Grosser Kurfurst, and returned 
this afternoon about 5 o'clock. The 
cutter arrived off tho wreck about 9 
o'clock, but, owing to tho extreme fog 
and haze which prevailed, nothing 
could be done at that slack tide, but at 
about a quartor to 1 o'clock tho diver 
went down. Yesterday he came upon 
the fore part of the vessel, with her 
masts standing. To-day he alighted 
upon tho afterpart, which he found 
keel uppermost. This shows that tho 
ship is in two parts, and in tho opinion 
of the diver, this was caused by the ex- 
ploding of tho boilers giving the vessel 
a twist as sho foundered. Bo that as 
it may, tho fact remains that the Kur- 
furst has parted, and in the diver's 
opinion tho afterpart will have to b< 
blown up with dynamite, as it will be 
almost impossible to got chains under 
to raise it. While groping his way 
about, tho diver camo upon tho breach 
caused by the collision. As near as he 
can say it is from 18ft. to 20ft. in 
length and about l ift, in its widest 
part. In the diver's opinion, the ram 
of tho Konig Wilholm did not enter 
her consort at tho point of contact, 
but glided along until it camo to ono 
of the ribs of tho vessel, and then 
crashed into her bulkhead water-tight 
compartment. After striking, the 
Konig Wilholm must havo rebounded 
and then rammed the Kurfurst again, 
for there is another rent in the vessel 
vory near the first breach. Although 
the diver has been down twice, lie has 
seen no bodies; but to-morrow, should 
the weather be propitious, ho will go 
down to tho wreck particularly with 
tho view of recovering the bodies, 
which he behoves to bo entangled in 
the rigging in the forepart of tho ves- 
sel. The foromast and foroyard aro 
still standing. These will have to be 
cleared riway." 

Wonderful Japanese Tricks. — 
There is a rage for. Japanese entertain- 
ments and ontertainers in London just 
now. It was started some time ago by 
an active " Asiatic Briton "-calling him-, 
self " Pongo Redivivus," who, disguised 
to resemble a large sized monkey, went 
through a very clever acrobatic per- 
formance. Then came a fellow-coun- 
tryman or country-woman — tho author- 
ities differ as to the sex — whose feats 
on a tight rope at nn angle of 45 de- 
grees excited general astonishment ; 
and now, at the. Westminster Aqua- 
rium, wo have a troop of Japanese 
"priests," who walk, in the most deli- 
berate and cold-blooded way, up and 
down ladders, the cross-bars of which 
are the sharp, upturned blades of naked 
swords. That these swords are sharp I 
know from personal examination. Thoy 
are solid realities, liko the weapons 
that Benedctti calmly stows away in 
his inside at the same place of enter- 
tainment. I am puzzled how these 
priests do their trick without hacking 
the soles of their feet to pieces, but I 
am more puzzled to know why they call 
themselves priests. Even in England 
we are accustomed to "clerical goings- 
on" of an eccentric kind, but our most 
severe and pcnancc-loving priests would 
draw the line at walking barefooted on 
naked swords. Peas in the shoes arc 
trifles to it. — London Corr. Cardiff' 
Mail. 

Tho Prince of "Walos and tho 
Colonies. 

My cable message of to-day's date in- 
formed you that the Prince of Wales 
had consented to become President of 
the Royal Colonial Institute. The an- 
nouncement is one of considerable im- 
portance and interest, and tho following 
remarks will show you the tone of the 
London press. His Royal Highness' 
acceptance of the office is generally rc 
garded both as a compliment to the 
Colonies and a recognition of tho value 
and importance of the work carried on 
by the Royal Colonial Institute. And 
it is believed that the fact that tho 
Prince of Wales has so prominently 
identified himself with it^ will tend to 
further increase the interest taken by 
the goneral public in Colonial matters 
and to cement the ties which bind the 
Colonios to the Mother Country. The 
aim of tho projectors and Council cf 
the Colonial Institute has always been 
to cement tho anion of the various de- 
pendencies alike with the Old Country 
and amongst themselves, and by thus 
showing his approbation of what has 
been done, His Royal Highness ren- 
ders the Institute vory valuable aid. 
Moreover, his acceptance of the presid- 
ency undubtedly will also have a good 
effect in the Colonios and it will be the 
means of associating the Princo promi- 
nently and personally with their inter- 
ests. In short, very strong hopes are 
ontortained that this step will, in many 
ways, be productive of an immense 
amount of good. — Cor. Toronto Globe.
